‘These exhibits gave no 
indication of poor crop conditions, Some 
of them would indicate a year of quite nor- 


mal rainfall Many of them included 
sheaves of wheat and other grains of sur- 
prising length, good color, and large 
heads, and vegetables quite up to the 
standard laken altogether, the display 
was an encouraging and inspiring spec 
tacle Those who missed it lost an oppor 


tunity to get a helpful “slant” 
pects of the harvest. 

The crops are this year below the aver- 
age. There is no questioning that, and no 
legitimate interest can be served by ig- 
noring the fact. But from the evidence 
of these exhibits there are splendid fields 
of grain in Alberta, and in widely scat- 
tered parts of the province.

The Edmonton exhibition needs more 
grand stand accommodation, That fact 
has been again demonstrated, and more 
plainly than at any previous ‘fair. The 
seating capacity of the stand has been 
taxed at almost every performance. Given 
favorable conditions, there will be still 
larger crowds next year. That will mean, 
unless more room is provided, that hun- 
dreds or thousands of people will have to 
stand after paying admission to the en- 
closure. It is neither fair to the indivi- 
dual nor good for the exhibition that after 
paying a good price for admission, pat- 
rons should be unable to find a seat. There 
must be more grand stand room or the 


normal development of the fair will be | 


hampered, 

The proper way to meet this situation 
is to tear down the present wood structure 
and put up a steel and concrete stand. The 
old stand has done duty for about twenty 
years, The fair has outgrown it, 
a wooden extension would only be an ex- 
pedient, and in the long run an extrava- 
gance. It is not fire-proof, never was, and 
cannot be made so. There is, and always 
has been, danger of a conflagration there 
with terrible possibilities. It is time to 
pull it down and put up a larger structure, 
built of materials which will not burn, and 
built to stand for generations. That 
should be done before the time comes to 
open next year’s fair. Safety demands 
this, and the ever-increasing crowds make 
the demand imperative,

HEALTH ICE CREAM 

During a hot day, one’s thought naturally it 
should be thoroughly understood that the food value of ice cream is very 
high, and it should at all times be considered as a real food and may be 
used as a meal by itself or with fresh, whole or crushed fruits, 

Most of the formulas used by the ice cream manu- 
fecturers contain approximately the same ingredients, 
10 to 12 per cent milk fat, 14 to 15 per cent cane sugay, 
10 to 11 per cont of milk solids, and less than 1 per 
cent of edible gelatin, 

During the summer, I would suggest that you try 
some lunches of ice cream as the principal part of| 
the meal, using with it any one kind of fruits, such as 
cherries, peaches, oranges or berries, Or, in place of 
the fruit, you may use the cooked or raw non-starchy 
vegetables.

Zion and Bryce, up to now 149! 
miles apart by road, are 88 mile 
apart and the driving time is reduced | 
to one-half.

Five Observation Galleries 
Its outstanding feature is its tunnel, 


a little over a mile and an eighth 
long. The tunnel has five “galleries” | 
cut through the sides of the rock} 
where one may stop and look out} 


from a height of several hundred feet 
up a sheer cliff on the giant colorful 
formations of Zion National Park 

In order to build an approach to 
the opening of the tunnel it was 
necessary to make six switchbacks, 
three and one-half miles of road, to 
cover an air line distance of less than} 
a mile 


The tunnel involved many new 
problems in engineering and credit | 
for solving them goes to the state 


engineers of Utah and the government 
highway engineers who joined forces 
to tunnel through the mountain of 
rock 

Besides the switchback feat another 


stumbling block came when it was 
necessary to survey the . of the} 
pr t The tunnel could not be 


surveyed by any of the usual methods 
Dug from Within 

No human beings had ever been 
at either of the points wher. the two 
portals of the tunnel now appear until 
plans for the tunnel were made, and 
except for a few courageous surveyors 
no one ever approached either of them | 
until they were approached from in- 
side the cliff! 

Moreover no one had ever scaled 
the mountain through which the 
tunnel is driven and no one is ever! 
likely to do so, The sides of this} 
mountain are sheer precipices, sev- 
eral hundred feet high. Consequently, ' 
the usual method surveying a

in| tunnel from the top was manifestly 


impossible 


Instead of laying out the tunnel 
from above, the engineers had to 
follow the unprecedented practice of 


determining its route from a foot- 
path along the base of the cliff, in 
many places 200 feet below where 
the completed bore was to be, and 
in some spots, 400 feet back from the 
footpath within solid rock 

At five spots on the face of the 
cliff along the proposed route of the 
tunnel, the engineers made their’ way 
into the mountainside to the depth 
where the tunnel was to go. ‘Then 
they blasted their way through from 
one gallery to the next until the whole 
tunnel was completed 


The original openings in the face 
of the cliff were enlarged and will 
}remain the “galleries” from which 


aeroplane views of the majesty of the 
country may be obtained from wing- 
less atitomobiles Heavy masonry 
balustrades have been bullt at these 
gallery openings to make them safe 
New Views Open Up 

You look out from oné of the 
galleries on Pine Creek at one of its 
most remarkable points, Its bed here 
a box canyon, 400 feet deep and 
only 20 feet wide. After rains, water 
booms tumultously through this gorge 
with tremendous power 

In ordinary weather, a man may 
walk up the floor of this canyon until 
the walls come so close together that 
he cannot squeeze through to pene- 
trate farther. He can look up the 


creek to a turn beyond which no hu-| 


man eye has ever gazed 

Another gallery affords a view of 
East Temple, whose almost perpen- 
dicular walls rise nearly 4000 feet 
above the bed of the creek—one of the 
many Zion National Park formations 
that have never been scaled

Spring comes late to the, shores of Hudson 
Ray. When I left Churehill in the middle of 
June the river was as solidly bound with tee as 
it had been in February, Shore iee reached 
several miles into the Bay, The snow wae all 
gone from the land except for deep drifts on the 
lee side of the rocky ridges. The temperature 
ranged between 30 and 50. 

The average date for the breakup of the 
river in thé past is June 19th, The earliest 
break-up on record was June Oth, the latest July 
2nd, The river freezes over again in November, 
the earliest being the 1st, in 1837, and the lateat 
the 4th of December. 

July, August and September are said to be 
pleasant months at Churchill, The mosquito, 
whith is such a pest further south, avoids the 
cape where the terminal is being built. Judg 
ing from a fragment out of Governor Knight's 
diary, which I was shown, the sand flies are 
occasionally a sore trial, 

What of Churchill town of to-day, with its 
ix bankers and its minister, surely the oddest 
population of a town ever seen? 

Since Churchill boasts no hotel, no cafe, the 
bankers are perforce ‘baching it.’ With the lum- 
ber which eame in with the completion of steel, 
they hauled in cases of canned goods, packages 
of tea, gasoline for lamps, kerosene and coal 
for stoves. A curious cameraderie exists, Bank 
hours are unknown, You can go to the baek- 
door—in ease the front door is not open—-at any 
reasonable hour of the day or night and do 
business. The “rush hour” arrives every two 
weeks, on pay rights at the construction camps 
and money orders to wives and families in Bu
